The dep artment of p ublic instruct­ 
ion has issued a sup p lement to th© 
school laws, embodying the laws of 
1889 and various op inions by th© at­ 
torney general not heretofore p ublish­ 
ed, interp reting the law regarding 
various intricate questions that have 
arisen in the school districts. The 
sup p lement will be sent out with 
cop ies of the law in future.

S. Caniield in 
regard to the recent p ublication of an 
article in the Minneap olis Tribune 
seriously reflecting up on the North­ 
ern Pacific comp any. 
Our authority 
for the statement that Mr. Canfield 
was the author of the article was the 
fact that an attache of the Tribune 
staff informed us that he was corres­ 
p onding for them from this p lace. 
We cheerfully make the correction, 
however, as we should not like to 
think that any resident of Brainerd 
would p ublish such a glaring false­ 
hood as that contained in the telegram 
in question.

moth shop s. The Manitoba has been 
p romising for a year to build these 
shop s as soon as business p icked up , 
and since the comp any never had such 
a rush along the line as at p resent, it 
will now redeen its p romises. Mr. 
Fanning said to-day that work would 
without doubt be immediately com­ 
menced and that before snow flies 
they will be in working order. The 
p lans show that the buildings are to 
be erected in a series and a car will be 
begun at one end and turned out com­ 
p lete at the other. 
L ittle F alls, Sp ecial, Sep t. 24.— 
The city council has decided, by a un­ 
animous vote, to contract with W. M. 
Fuller and S. Stall for the use of 
thirty-seven hydrants for thirty years 
for $2,400 p er year. The hydrants 
will be located in the business and 
residence p ortions of the city on both 
sides of the river, aloDg three miles 
of mains. The contract will be as­ 
signed to the Little Falls Water 
Works comp any. The p lant is to be 
comp leted before Aug. 1,1890. The 
electric light p lant is comp leted, and 
will be in op eration this week. There 
are sixteen 2,000-candle p ower arc 
lamp s for street lighting, and most 
of the business houses will use arc or 
incandescent lamp s. 
The p lant will 
be one of the best constructed m the 
country.

Hence­ 
forth * in eight states* any body of- 
men, though a mere handful, can get 
their candidates’ name up on the bai- 
lots and can have them distributed at 
the p olls on equal terms with those of 
the regular p arties. Every caucus 
will thus have hanging over its de­ 
liberations the threat of a formidable 
and easily organized indep endent 
movement in case its own nominations 
are not satisfactory. 
Heretofore the 
most effective obstacle to an inde­ 
p endent ticket has been the difficulty 
and exp ense of getting it distributed 
at the p oll s.—The Century, Top ics of 
the Times.

F ir s Sole*. 
He is wise who profits b y his own 
experience; b ut he is wiser who also 
profits b y the experience of others. 
Signing your name b efore a strang- 
sr is not “b read 
cast upon 
the 
waters,” b ut it is very sure to “re­ 
turn after many days.*’ 
Poor b utter and poor cheese, for 
the low quality of which the maker 
cannot account, may sometimes b e 
traced to impure water. 
Cornstalks in the silo occupy b ut 
one-fifth the space they do in mow or 
stack; this is a very im portant con­ 
sideration in favor of the silo. 
If ensilage is no b etter feed than 
dry stalksstill it has much to com­ 
mend it on the score of economy, it is 
more easily and cheaply stored and 
fed. 


How ab out the supply of road dust 
for hen house, cow stab le: privy,etc.? 
As a deodorizer, disinfectant and ab ­ 
sorb ent it would b e regarded as al­ 
most invaluab le it it were not so plen­ 
ty and so cheap. 
In reply to a request for a report 
on the condition of his crops, frorrui 
wheat speculating firm, a farmer 
writes: “The Lord and I are in part­ 
nership this year: it is nob ody’s b us­ 
iness what or how we are doing.” 
Farmers in Central Missouri, ac­ 
cording to Colman’s Bural World, 
nearly ab andoned tob acco-raising. 
It is estimated that the acreage 
planted this year will l>e the smallest 
since the State was admitted to the 
InioD. 
During very warm weather the pigs 
will suffer if they have no fresh wa­ 
ter and shade. Some b reeds of hogs, 
such as the Yorkshires, have very 
tender skins, and it will b enefit them 
to give them a good washing occas­ 
ionally. 
Cleaning the wheat and keeping 
the offal at home to b e fed to sheep 
and chickens is a short road to chick­ 
en pot-pies, fresh 
e ggs, choice mut­ 
ton, and dowi.y fleece, and innumer­ 
ab le little household comforts and 
luxuries. Try it once. 
The pig and the cow in conjunction 
make a great pair; as co-operators 
I hey are a success; liumessed togeth­ 
er they would not make a stylish 
team b ut they can nevertheless pull 
the farmer towards prosperity at a 
very gratifying pace. 
More farmers should possess the 
art of nicely slaughtering a lamb , 
calf or pig, so that it will make an 
enticing article of trade when he 
takes it to his nearest town for sale. 
And more farmers should have such 
animals to slaughter. 
An Ohio court has decided that 
the owner of a dog which sprang in­ 
to the road and caused a team of 
horses to run away, crippling them­ 
selves, b ruising the driver, and de­ 
stroying the enrriage, was responsi­ 
b le for all damage done. This is a 
just decision. 
No class of citizens keep a sharper 
eye 
011 the country’s crops, none 
know b etter the localities of the b est 
yields than the shnr|» er whose b usi­ 
ness it is to devise schemes for 
swindling farmers. The country will 
soon b e lull of them, and where the 
crops were b est there will they lie 
thickest. 
No succulent food is more gree lily 
eaten b y pigs at any age than b eets. 
They may b e led any time from the 
first thinnings during the growing 
season to the fully grown roots in 
Winter. They are especially valua­ 
b le as a part of the Winter food for 
b reeding sows, and some b eets should , 
always b e saved for that purpose. 
J. F. Byder, of Franklin County, i 
Pa., writes to the Weekly Trib une 
that ten or twelve years ago he 
transferred the b ell from a sheep to a 
young dog which manifested great 
fondness for sheep’s b lood, and it 
b roke up the hab it completely.

The contract will be as- 
igned to the Little Falls Water 
Works company. The plant is to be 
completed before Aug. I, 1890. The 
electric light plant is completed, and 
will be in operation this week. There 
are sixteen 2,000-candle power arc 
lamps for street lighting, and most 
of the business houses will use arc or 
incandescent lamps. 
The plant will 
be one of the best constructed in the 
country.

PASSING AWAY, 


Helmsth Ton Moltke. 
News m ay reach us any day th a t 
Count Helmu th Von Moltke, tile great­ 
est of modern m ilitary strategists, 
has passed away. He is in his eighty- 
ninth year, and suffering from the in­ 
firmities of old age, with the added 
affliction of asthm a. The loss of the 
m an whose arm of iron smote down 
all foreign opposition to the success 
of Bism arck’s magnificent statesm an­ 
ship, will be deeply felt by his m aster, 
the Emperor, and by his associate in 
the work of giving Prussia the lead 
am ong the German States, in humili­ 
ating France and restoring the Ger­ 
man Empire. 
Count Helmuth Von Moltke, Chief 
Marshal of the German Empire, and 
Chief of the General Staff’, was born 
in Mecklenburg, on October 2G, ISHO. 
He belongs to an old family, who 
had their seat for centuries ‘in the 
place where he was born. While he 
was a boy his father settled on anes 
ta te in Holstein, then in Denmark. 
He and a brother were sent to Copen­ 
hagen to receive a m ilitary educa­ 
tion, and in 1822 he entered the 
Prussian M ilitary Academy. 
About this time he was left to his 
own resources, his parents having 
lost all their fortune. 
By the u t­ 
m ost frugality, he managed, how­ 
ever, not only to live on his slender 
stipend as an officer in the Prus­ 
sian arm y, hut to save the cost of 
inst ruction in the modern languages, 
thus acquiring w hat has proved to 
be of great use to him.

yon Moltke is a 
very till), thin

a sallow, beardless, wrinkled face, 
out of which shine a pair of stony 
gray eves. As seen abroad he is 
wrapped in a long, dark m ilitary 
coat, a cup on his small head, and 
faultlessly dressed in a general’s uni­ 
form. 
Ile walks slowly and noiseless­ 
ly and alone, unaccompanied even 
bv a servant. 
Every one who meets 
him looks a t him attentively. 
If the 
passer-by is a soldier he stands on 
one side and salutes. The old gener- 
i a1 returns the salute slowly And de­ 
liberately, but apparently without 
I seeing to whom. 
His wife died some years ago. he 
I never had a child, and his nearest re­ 
lations. with the exception of a neph­ 
ew and a niece, seem to bo kept ut a 
distance by him. 
Ho is known as 
Moltke the Silent, and his appearance 
is so mysteriously quiet and cold, 
th a t he seems to be the incarnation 
of concentrated thought. 


Disease, Modern anil Ancient,

Pneumonia, for instance, was 
rarely heard of in former times, but 
“lung fever” was none the less fatal, 
and even more to be dreaded in the 
absence of any rational method of 
treatm ent. 
Before the general use 
of the microscope 
und chemical 
reagents 
for 
testing 
the 
urine, 
diabetes, 
B right’s 
disease 
and 
many 
others 
were 
not 
thorougly differentiated, but were 
called by the general name of kidney 
trouble, and were just as cam mon as 
in these modern times when “safe” , 
and infallible cures are advertised for 
Si\le a t every drug store. The forms 
of brain disease accompanied by par­ 
alysis were in existence long before 
the term paresis was introduced into 
the medical vocabulary, and the vic­ 
tim of alcoholic dementia is pot fa­ 
vored with the sight of any wore zoo­ 
logical cvpicvMties than his predeces­ 
sor who merely had the common jim­ 
jams, 
H eart luilure is the latest; 
term of this sort employed to indi­ 
cate the cause of death, andisam o3t 
unfortunate one.
